There were also present Dr. Munro, President 
the Association; Mr. Corbett, Director; Filteau, Deputy 
Minister Education Quebec; Professor Auld the University 
Toronto; Winter, Director Extension, Queen’s University, 
Kingston; Mrs. Plumptre, alderman, Toronto; Dr. Wilfred

Western Ontario, London; and Dr. Georges Bouchard, M.P., chair- 
man the French-Canadian section the Association. 

The chief business before the committee was survey the progress 
the Association during the past year and lay plans for future 
development.

material for was her prompt reply. 

The question opened opportunity for endless discourse the 
subject rural improvement. But the very brevity her answer reveals 
its comprehensiveness. For the type conversation prevalent any 
locality true reflection its moral and mental tone. adult in- 
habitants the rural areas have nothing else talk about but our 
neighbours, their mistakes and vices, not because there other 
material our minds draw upon? must have something better 
talk about, must have something better think about. other 
words, must devise some method educating ourselves that our 
outlook may broadened and our thinking made creative. 

The study group method the answer this demand. prescribe 
system adult education for any community based upon this method, 
one must first all study the conditions that community,—economic, 
social, educational, religious. The village which live situated ona 
provincial highway about fifteen miles from the city. are thus within 
reach market, shopping centre, secondary schools, and university. 
Most the adults our district have only public school education and 
the bulk the village population opposed any measures which would 
bring educational facilities closer its doors. The existence the village 
both Catholic and Protestant churches splits the community half, 
that any plan adult education for this community must exclude any 
religious controversy. 

The average adult sees little necessity for adding his educa- 
tion, but does see the need for bettering his lot financially. keenly 
interested making money. would then seem advisable link the 
educational scheme with some economic issue, that the farmer could 
realize some material benefit resulting from his participation. 
this economic interest, the plan would include the study co-operative 
marketing, co-operative creameries, and cheese factories. The systems 
carried out other lands could investigated and the resulting 
tages explained. The idea mutuality should stressed. The indi- 
vidual must led perceive how his own welfare inseparably bound 
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with that his community large; that cannot prosper the 
expense his neighbours; that egoistic attitude self-defeating; that 
co-operation, not competition, the life trade. 

Through the development this idea mutuality, the farmer gains 
comprehensive view his community, his country, the world. 
the economic problem would prepare the way for the study and dis- 
cussion affairs national and international importance; the growth 
government; trade expansion; the effect physical conditions 
upon the character and industry the people. The rural dweller thus 
gains more sympathetic understanding foreign nations. sees that 
just cannot pursue his own advantage alone business social 
relations with any lasting profit, country lives itself alone; that 
change the tactics single industry our part the world might 
seriously upset the economic status another part; that the rapid ad- 
vance science the field communication has made this earth con- 
siderably smaller than was century ago. begins examine the 
impact these changes upon local conditions; sees his little sphere 
influence linked with the universe; converses enthusiastically and 
intelligently upon topics universal interest. 

The highest type social intercourse now open him,—the realm 
which all men may share without competition, the realm which 
greed, covetousness, and avarice have part. refer the 
interest; the keen enjoyment beauty nature, music, art, and liter- 
ature. This field common ground for all men. country folk dwell 
the midst loveliness, yet engrossed are with making money 
that are often blind the wealth about us. plan adult edu- 
cation would include course that our eyes and ears might 
trained appreciation the familiar sights and sounds our daily 
life. this means the farmer the housewife can just much 
artist the poet, the sculptor, the musician. The homely duties 
and the casual environment are made more attractive. the interest 
baking added the delight nicely arranged table; sewing, the 
love design; gardening, the thrill watching things grow. Work 
and play, fact all activity and experience glorified and enriched 
through the cultivation the interest. 

One branch this study would deal with nature. How many 
adults call ourselves educated and yet cannot identify the common 
plants around our doors? Hikes could arranged whereby could 
learn recognize our native birds, trees, shrubs, flowers. doubt 
would more interested the preservation this natural wealth 
were better acquainted with it. addition the benefit derived the 
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individual members, various community improvement projects could 
undertaken. Ugly corners our village could transformed into 
beauty spots. Our little corner the world could become haven 
loveliness, place where motorists slacken speed admire the scenery, 
instead whizzing through escapist spirit. Incidentally, the 
value real estate would rise. 

second branch would deal with music. This not 
reserved for the few who are trained this study, but for the many whose 
education has been neglected. could learn the stories the great 
operas that might better interpret the radio broadcasts from the 
Metropolitan. could form orchestra and work together pro- 
ducing harmony. competent instructor could engaged teach 
choral singing. might never become skilled musicians but would 
able appreciate good music, which art itself.

The 
rural dweller thus assisted richer and fuller knowledge himself 
and the world about him; his experience enlarged, his judgment ration- 
alized.

From they could branch off into dozen other ques- 
tions particular interest. From they could enter the fields general 
knowledge and fundamental philosophy.

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Reading Groups Saskatchewan 
Miss Bertha Oxner, the Homemakers’ Department the Univer. 
sity Saskatchewan, has drawn seven-point plan for the organi- 
zation the type study group primarily interested courses read- 
ing. The following summary the plan organization will suggestive 
for those interested book discussions. 
ORGANIZATION READING GROUPS 

The group should limited twelve persons. 

Study outlines, based upon the recommended books, will 
plied the members, with list books for supplementary reading. 

Each group should choose leader who will see that the members 
get the recommended books. 

The leader should well-acquainted with the book, its subject- 
matter, author, plot and similar details, and should prepared open 
the meeting short summary these. 

Each member expected read the book and form opinion 
about it. 

the close each meeting, arrangements should made for the 
discussion the next meeting. Group members should encouraged 
collect pictures and other matter bearing the book under discussion. 

the concluding meeting, members should give their views the 
book conduct debate upon it.

Adult Education Prince Edward Island 


With view assisting and consolidating the Adult Education 
vities the province, there was formed 1936 Adult Education 
League. aimed furnish material social, economic and vocational 
subjects through the medium the Provincial Library System and with 
the assistance the Departments Education and Agriculture. 


Study Courses were offered the following subjects: 

The Credit Union 

The Co-operative Movement 

Money 

Consumer Education 

Fishermen’s Problems 

Problems Agricultural Production 

Interior Decoration 

Dramatics, Public Speaking and Parliamentary Procedure. 
Instructions were also sent out regarding the formation and operation 
study group. The most popular subjects were the Credit Union and 
the Co-operative Movement, which were taken about two hundred 
study groups. Agricultural problems came next followed interior 
decoration and consumer education, while the other subjects were taken 
only few groups. Pamphlets dealing with these subjects were ob- 
tained and supplied cost while the library assisted lending books for 
such group use. 

Altogether during the year there were organized about three 
Study Groups with membership fully thirty-five hundred. addi- 
tion, number Women’s Institutes were devoting part their time 
the study interior decorating, that probably more than four thousand 
members were engaged adult study work connection with the courses 
suggested the league. Besides these, there were numerous other 
dies carried such groupsas: The (100 members), Reading 
Clubs (30 members), the Charlottetown Music Club (140 members), the 
Art Society Charlottetown (21 members), Little Theatre Guild (500 
members), the Catholic Women’s League, School Teachers Study Groups, 
the Y.M.C.A. with weekly courses world affairs, Social and Com- 
munity Welfare and its Public Speaking and Debating Club, and the 
societies connection with the churches—all dealing with subjects 
cultural rather than vocational character. 

number public meetings were addressed outstanding speakers 
the adult education field. Amon these may mentioned: Dr. Coady 
and Reverend Nelson MacDonald St. Francis Xavier University; Mr. 
Bergeren, credit union authority, and Bertram Fowler, 
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writer the co-operative movement; Mr. Hugh Molson London, Eng- 
land, also lectured under the auspices the Adult Education League. 

During the winter season, radio programme was carried from 
January 4th April 26th, fifteen-minute broadcast being given three 
evenings each week. These broadcasts dealt with the subjects suggested 
for study the study groups. Monday, five-minute talk was given 
market reports prepared the Department Agriculture, and was 
followed ten-minute talk some problem practical agriculture; 
Tuesday night was devoted the study the co-operative movement; 
and Thursday night, the Prince Edward Island Library alternated with 
the Women’s Institutes giving series talks books and interior 
decorating.

There are now 106 Credit Unions Nova Scotia. These societies have 
been growing rapidly that impossible give up-to-date statistics 
the membership, assets, and loans. There are approximate 170,000 
persons the credit union movement Nova Scotia present and last 
year these societies gave the members loan service almost half 
dollars. Shares and deposits the end June amounted 
and assets totalled $350,000.00. 
Twenty-five co-operative stores are now operation. Fourteen other

co-operative business. Many these societies are the outgrowth 
livestock shipping clubs, fishermen’s locals and other groups which had 
been functioning for several years. The credit union movement has 
hadt effect stimulating interest other forms co-operative 
activity. 

The fishermen about sixty communities eastern Nova Scotia own 
and operate seventeen lobster canneries, and the volume business done 
them $244,569.15. addition this they operate five fish pro. 
cessing plants. 

strong library development has taken place during the past year, 
Ten libraries have been developed. Two these are operated connec. 
tion with co-operative stores, seven with credit unions, and three are 
parish libraries. 

Handicraft work has been carried the following centres with 
marked success: Inverness, St. Joseph duMoine, Mabou, Canso, Cheti- 
camp, Little Anse.
